While police were rounding up 
all known radicals in an unprece­ 
dented effort to track down those 
responsible for planting the bomb, 
the detectives endowment associ­ 
ation offered a $1,000 rew ard for 
the arrest and conviction of the 
guilty person or persons. 
Throughout the night and this 
morning, a t least 75 persons were 
taken to headquarters for Ques­ 
tioning. Most of them had been 
listed by police previously because

Huge British Navy Is Ready to Start 
A ttack at First Defiance on Part 
of French; Russia's Aims Are 
More Obscure in Europe 


(By The Associated Press) 
Great Britain kept powerful units of the French fleet bottled up 
in Alexandria Harbor to d ay -read y to attack a t the first gesture of 
defiance—as the German-mastered French governm ent broke off dip­ 
lomatic relations with its old ally. 
“We do not know w hat will happen or when the French will make 
a decision,” British circles at Alexandria said. 
"We only know th at no French ship shall ever leave Alexandria 
to surrender to the enemy.” 
It was clearly indicated that any French attem pt to slip out of 
the 
harbor 
would result in a 
repetition of yesterdays Anglo- 
French naval action in the western 
M editerranean—the greatest sea 
battle of the war. 
New details of the flaming tea 
clash at O ran.

And yet this same Willkie is a 
passionate believer in the federal 
system of government with maxi­

Here Is one of the things a newspaper hesl- 
lates to print, because it may result in a lot 
of eager inquiries addressed to editors and 
reporters who don t know anything about it. 
With this preamble, and our solemn assur­ 
ance that all we know about it is what we 
read in the papers, we take note of a profes­ 
sional announcement of the discovery of a 
vitamin that will cure gray hair. 
This discovery is credited to Dr. Agnes Fay 
Morgan, professor of home economics at the 
University of California. She has told about 
it recently in public addresses, as a procedure 
which, while not vet fully established, looks 
very hopeful. Dr. Morgan so far has used her 
discovery experimentally more on rats and 
dogs than on human beings, but the principle 
is supposed to lie the same. 
The vitamin is described as one of the “B” 
group, and is obtained in the form of con­ 
centrated extract* from liver, rice, bran, 
cane molasses, alfalfa and brewer’s yeast. In 
many cases the restoration of natural color 
to gray hair is said to have been very strik­ 
ing. The anti-gray vitamin is not on the 
m arket. 
Dr. Morgan says she is as excited about 
this ‘‘fountain of youth” as Ponce de Leon 
ever was about his quest. Anything of the 
kind, restoring energy and vitality along with 
hair color, would certainly be a boon to 
middle-aged people looking for jobs.

The foreign dictators, no doubt, are much 
amused by the way we queer American* 
choose our rulers. Hitler, Goering, Stalin, 
Mussolini and the rest of them would nearly 
die w ith laughter at one of our political con­ 
ventions. Just imagine the rulers of a nation 
being chosen by the people who are going to 
lie ruled. It is too laughable. 
That’s all right w ith us. And if we thought 
there was any chance of their laughing them­ 
selves to death, we d certainly inv ite them to 
come over. We d still maintain soberly that 
we think all of us together know more than 
any of us separately. And that we think it’s 
crazy to hire anybody to govern us that we 
can't turn out w hen we’ve had enough of him 
And we wouldn’t be surprised if a great 
many Germans and Italians, and even Rus­ 
sians, agree with us. 
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THE WARM W SATHER DIET 
When warm weather arrives, >ou may decide 
that a change In diet la necessary because you ap­ 
pear to ha va last appetite for the rich foods — 
meat, butter, eggs—eaten during the cold w eather. 
Theae foods were then necessary to maintain heat 
aside from their en c rp ’ giving qualities. 
Before 
om itting these foods from your summer diet. you 
should remember that meat, butter, and eggs should 
continue to he eaten because of their l>ody building 
and infection resisting elements. 
They should. 
however, be reduced in amount during the warm 
weather 
The foods you should eat in large quantities dur­

If you are a calorie counter and count or m easure 
the num ber of calories you eat tach day, you can 
safely cu t down about 500 calories from your win­ 
ter to your summer diet. 
As m eat, eggs, Ash. and butter may "look ’ too 
heavy for warm weather, and salads and juicy 
fruits appear and are more appetizing, you may be 
tem pted to live entirely on fruits and salads during 
the w arm weather This is a mistake and you will 
And yourself "tired , because the salads and fruits 
are so bulky they have filled your stomach and sa t­ 
isfied your appetite and yet not enough calories and 
not enough meat, eggs, or Ash for rebuilding tissue 
have been eaten 
You have been rightly advised that you need 
more fruit and leafy vegetables in warm w eather 
than in cold weather, but you are advised also th at 
you should eat "some" m eat. Ash, or eggs a t least 
once a day. 
A couple of summer menus which give an all 
round diet are 
Breakfast: Fruit with milk or cream, a boiled 
egg and 2 slices of bacon (or two eggs i , bread or 
roll. tea or coffee. 
Luncheon Celery or lettuce soup; canned or 
fresh fish; cabbage or lettuce salad; berry cake or 
pudding, iced tea or coffee 
Dinner: Roast beef or chicken, or Ash; potatoes; 
leafy vegetable, corn or peas, berries 
Breakfast: Cereal with milk or cream; toast and 
bacon or bacon and one egg, roll, fruit, tea or 
cofTee 
Luncheon: Cream or chicken soup; 
cottage 
cheese or cold tongue; salad (lettuce celery, cucum ­ 
bers); fresh fruit; wafers or soda biscuits, tea or 
coffee. 
Dinner: Fowl, fish, or meat; potatoes; lettuce 
and tom ato salad; peas or corn or asparagus or 
squash; berries and cream or iced fruit.

The pastor of the church that 
year was the Rev. E J. McCue. 
St Joseph’s parish was estab­ 
lished by Father Coyle, the pas­ 
tor of St. M arys Church, with

erty celebrated the first Mass with 
the Rev. 
Edward 
McGlynn 
as

BUSINESS OUTLOOK FOR 
SUMMER 


Babson Say* It I* Armaments 
Versus Peace 


Manchester. N. H., July 5—Busi­ 
ness activity in 
the 
next 
two 
months should constantly improve' 
as a whole.—although some lines 
and localities will suffer due to 
European 
conditions. 
Statistics 
show that business is picking up 
every day, unemployment is de­ 
clining. and there is a much bet­ 
ter spirit among all business men 
W ith newspapers full of uncertain­ 
ties regarding wars, national con­ 
ventions. 
and 
other 
depressing 
items, it is a relief to focus one s 
attention on the good news com­ 
ing from the domestic front. 
The outlook for the next few 
weeks is tied up With Hie defense 
program and the European war. 
The best authorities say, "the war 
will last three to five mon lbs or 
three to five years, but they re­ 
fuse to say which." 
Huge British 
orders (which include the former 
French orders) plus America s own 
arm am ent program should, how­ 
ever, keep the heavy industries 
rolling in high speed for some 
time to come. On the other hand, 
if the European w ar ceases before 
the American defense program can 
get well under way, there may he 
a temporary setback. Yet, before 
the end of the year. business should 
be far better in this country' than 
it is now’. 
Bullfice* Figure* Rising 
Current 
statistics 
show' 
that 
activity is already moving along 
at a high level. Freight carload­ 
ings have reached a new peak for 
19-10 and are second highest for 
any similar week since 1930. Rail­ 
road earnings are the best in 
years. Yet, prices of railroad se­ 
curities have drifted back to their 
1932 lows. 
Textile mills have stepped-up 
schedules since the German armies 
destroyed many of the big mill 
centers in Northern France and 
Belgium. Gray goods sales have 
been tremendous in the past few 
weeks. Rising retail sales will help 
to work off inventories, which arc 
said to be heavy. 
Automobile assembly lines have 
turned out nearly as many cars as 
in any half year since 1929. The 
loss of the export m arkets for 
automobiles in the Low Countries 
and France is more than made up 
by new business in other direc­ 
tions. Production of cars in re­ 
cent w’eeks has been running above 
retail sales to stock up so that 
plants 
can 
make 
their 
model 
changes. Hence, a decline in au­ 
tomobile production will now take 
place. 
Steel Industry* Active 
Steel operations have smashed 
their way forward to the highest 
level for this particular period 
since 1929 The end of the war 
might hit the steel industry hard­ 
er than most others, but not nec­ 
essarily. Inventories in consumers' 
hands are said to be even higher 
than in 1937. Our own armament 
program would take up the slack 
later on, but there would be a 
let-down before this happened. 
Armament industries are just 
beginning to feel the effects of the 
defense program How’ much they 
will add to the business total in 
the next couple of months is un­ 
certain just now. Investors, busi­ 
ness men. and workers should, 
however, keep in mind that this 
nation is entering upon the big- 
5 
cst ararnent program ever un- 
ertaken by any nation at any 
time Therefore, what is now on 
the books is mere sampling It is 
expected that a billion dollars will 
be spent to increase present ship­ 
yards, munition, and arsenal cap­ 
acity merely to take care of the 
huge orders which will be placed. 
Retail trade is rem arkably good. 
It is running IO per cent or more 
above a year ago. Best compari­ 
sons with 1939 levels are coming 
from the industrial areas of the 
middlewest. poorest from the south 
and Pacific Coast. Rising payrolls 


mean that these gains should con­ 
tinue. 
Record Tourist Season 
Tourist business: Due to the war 
in Europe and the hesitancy of 
cruising even to the West Indies, 
South America, Alaska, and other 
places, all tourist money will be 
left in this country and Canada 
this year. 
The 
greater 
efforts 
which the railroad and bus lines 
are making in developing travel 
and the continuation of the two 
world fairs indicate that this sum­ 
mer will see the largest vacation 
season on record. 
Politics; The general impression 
is that the platform and nominees 
of the Republican Party 8re a very 
constructive move. It surely should 
make F. D. R. "count ten" before 
he runs for a third term. Already 
the m arket acts as if Willkie and 
McNary have a real chance. 
Security and commodity prices 
are steady to stronger. In fact. 
they have recovered one-third of 
their May break. Dividend pay­ 
ments are generous, earnings are 
tremendous. Securities are actual­ 
ly cheaper today in relation to 
earnings than at any time in the 
past twenty years. 
The business outlook for the 
summer, therefore, is good. There 
may be set-backs due to cancella­ 
tion of orders and psychological re­ 
lations. Any 
set-back, 
however, 
would be from an already high 
level of activity. Hence, I believe 
that business this summer should 
be even better than it was last 
July and August. If the war con- 
tinues. our armament program will 
be added to the current level of 
activity, giving us the second best

offers him the third nomination. 
Many people have begun to be­ 
lieve,

Wendell 
Willkies 
nomination, 
that 
the 
President 
would decline to run. New Deal­ 
ers are equally confident that be­ 
cause of Willkie’s strength, Mr. 
Roosevelt is the only Democrat 
who could w*in. 
Somewhere between these two 
ideas is a third. Mr. Roosevelt 
knows that the chief obstacle to 
a third term is precedent. To off­ 
set this is his belief that the next 
few months are critical in world 
history and that he must remain 
at the helm. 
How then to be 
President just a few months and 
yet keep the New Deal In power? 
One solution from the Presi­ 
dent's point of view would be to 
announce that he 
believes 
the 
third-term tradition is 
a 
good 
thing, but that it contemplates 
two terms of four years each. Un­ 
fortunately for him, the Preaident 
might point out, he is the first 
President who has had his term 
of office shortened by constitu­ 
tional amendment. This was done 
in order to change the day of in­ 
auguration. Although inaugurated 
on March 4th originally, his se­ 
cond term was compelled to be­ 
gin on January 20tn. Thus Mr. 
Roosevelt is to serve seven years 
and a little over ten months. He 
has been deprived of about 43 
days. And a lot can happen in

Washington, July 4 — Indepen­ 
dence Day for America has been 
known throughout the world as 
symbolic of the birth of freedom 
in democracy, but as one by one 
of the free nations lately have 
been extinguished, the sovereignty 
of 
the 
people*—their 
right 
to 
, create governments which shall 
rest on the consent of the gov­ 
erned—has been impaired. 
What is most significant, how*- 
ever, is the way the tides of po­ 
pular opinions are swinging, not 
merely in those countries which 
have had their Independence ta­ 
ken away from them, but in Am­ 
erica itself. The belief that one- 
man government is undispensable 
or that certain rights and privi- 
leges of the individual must be 
brushed aside in favor of great­ 
er power delegated to the state 
has been growing unhappily to 
proportions not generally realii- 
ed in the United State*. 
The crudities of democracy, its 
incapacity to make quick 'deci­ 
sions or to prepare for contingen­ 
cies as well as can a single-track 
ruler possessed of 
vast 
powers 
have started a wave of criticism 
w’hich makes the democratic pro­ 
cess now open to debate where 
for generation* it was taken for 
granted as the ideal form of gov­ 
ernment—a permanent fixture in 
the world of free men. 
But it is really not the demo­ 
cracies or their forma of govern­ 
ment, but the people who are at 
fault. They are derelict in their 
duties as citizens. The selfishness 
of politicians, for instance, is one 
of the knowrn causa* of demo­ 
cracy's ineptitude yet, unless the 
citizens 
bestir 
themselves 
and 
drive from power the sycophants 
and the parasites who infest gov­ 
ernment nou’adays, 
democracy's 
ills will not ba curad. It is the 
spirit of selfishness and the un­ 
willingness of the men in public 
office to put the public interest 
above their own private ambi­ 
tions which has really wrecked 
democracy because it makes men 
compromise with their convictions 
on the ground of expediency. 
The moment public opinion ac­ 
quiesces in the idea that political 
expediency 
is 
justified 
on 
the 
theory that the end justifies the 
means, democracy's f i r s t - l i n a 
trench can be said to have been 
captured by the forces of un­ 
morality. For years now the man­ 
euvers and stratagems of the po­ 
liticians have been accepted by 
the 
populace 
as 
a 
necessary 
counterpart 
of 
the 
democratic 
system itself. Men have shrugged 
their shoulders as if to say that 
a certain amount of adroitness 
and intellectual 
flexibility 
were 
inevitable if men were to gain 
public office. 
The most conspicuous and most 
encouraging demonstration to the 
contrary was the nomination of 
Wendell Willkie for the presi­ 
dency by the Republican party. It 
was really a recognition of the 
fact that a fortright man who 
does not adulterate his convic- 
; tions can be named to the highest 
office within the gift of a major 
political party.

WASHINGTON.—Great guns both 
on warships ani in land positions 
would be useless without a small 
army of unsung experts whose job 
is to set that the guns hit their tar- I 
gets. 
"Accurate firing of modern artil­ 
lery is as complicated a ta«k as 
charting 
the 
path 
of

comet 
through the sky or keep.ng a ship 
on its course in the open sea.” says 
the National Geographic society. 
* Gone are the daya when naval 
battle! were fought at point-blank 
range and land cannon were aimed 1 
as simply as rifles at plainly visible 
targets only a few hundred yards 
away. 
In land battles today only 
the anti-tank gun is used for direct 
fire against a target visible to the 
gun crew. 
All other cannon, from 
three-inch field guns to the huge 18- 
inch coast defense rifles that guard 
the Panama canal, are almost al­ 
ways aimed entirely by mathemat­ 
ical calculations, at targets which 
the gunners cannot see. 
"In firing modem cannon, either 
on land or sea. many factors must 
be considered in pointing the gun 
so that ita shells will fall upon or 
close to the target. 
The force of 
gravity, direction and strength of 
the wind, warmth of the day, height 
of the barometer, extent of wear of 
tile gun barrel, shape and weight 
of projectile, cli must be considered 
in figuring the trajectory, or curved 
path, that the projectile will follow. 
Many Factors Involved. 
"In a naval battle, the roll, pitch, 
speed and course of the ship. as well 
at the apced and course of the en­ 
emy vessel being fired upon, must 
be calculated in addition to the oth­ 
er factors. 
"In a land battle, it may make a 
difference whether tile shells being 
fired have been piled in the sunl.ght 
or in the cool shade of a tree. A 
shall will travel farther if the pow­ 
der is warm because it burns more 
rapidly and generates more explo­ 
sive power. 
"The most astounding pieces of 
artillery rn history were the huge 
German guns that bombarded Paris 
from a distance of 75 miles in tne 
spring of 1918. These guns fired a 
265-pound shell which left the muz­ 
zle at a velocity of a mile per sec­ 
ond. They were of about 8-inch cali­ 
ber and so long that the barrels were 
aupported by cantilever trusses to 
keep them from bending of their 
own weight. 
"The shell gradually rose to a 
height estimated at 24 miles, but the 
force of gravity pulling upon it re­ 
duced its speed to onc-half mile per 
second. Then, as the shell headed 
back toward earth along its curved 
trajectory, it picked up speed again, 
pulled downward by gravity and 
moving through the rarefied upper 
air. 
‘'Smaller guns, in general use in 
most armies and navies, have short­ 
er ranges, and the shells travel to 
lesser heights on the trajectory 
curve. The 75-millimeter (approxi­ 
mately 3-inch) gun, standard light 
field piece of the United States 
army, has a maximum range of 
about six miles, and the shell rises 
to about 2H miles at the highest 
point of the trajectory. The 155-mil- 
lim eter <6.1-.nch) gun has an ex­ 
trem e range of about IC miles, and 
it* projectile climbs to nearly three 
miles. The 18-inch coast defense 
gun, with a range of 28 miles, fires 
a projectile weighing 2,340 pounds 
which would reach an altitude of 
ll miles at the highest point in ita 
trajectory. 
Drop Shells on Target. 
"Howitzers, fired at a high angle, 
are designed to drop their shells al­ 
most vertically downward upon th# 
target. 
"The distinction between guns and 
howitzers is tending to disappear, 
however, for modern guns are de­ 
signed to fire at high angles, like 
howitzer*. The modern type of 75- 
millimeter gun used in the United 
States army can be elevated to an 
angle of 45 degrees, as compared to 
l l degrees for the old type, and the 
16-inch coast defense guns can be 
elevated to a 65-degree angle. 
"Because cf the many factors that 
affect a sheiks trajectory, it is sel­ 
dom that artillery scores a bull’s- 
eye. 
Shells usually fall within a 
large area around the target, and 
only a small percentage are direct 
hits. 
Coast defense guns have an 
advantage over battleships in being 
mounted en a steady platform. 
A 
hit almost anywhere on the battle­ 
ship m ay put it out of action, or re­ 
duce Its effectiveness, whereas the 
battleship must hit the actual guns 
of a coast defense fort.”

Show* Beginning of Life 
A motion p.eture of the cr gin of 
life—the formation and flrst-beat of 
the heart of an embryo chicken— 
was shown recently at an assembly 
of the International College of Sur­ 
geons. 
The film, photographed through a 
microscope, provided the surgeons 
an exciting drama of the nrmst mys­ 
terious of all the phases of their 
work 
It covered a 10-hour inter­ 
val, from the time the incipient 
chicken'! heart, little more than a 
thin-walled 
tube, 
first 
began 
to 
twitch, until blood circulation start­ 
ed. It ahowed the spasmodic twitch­ 
ing become a pulsation; the blood 
cells and blood vessels begin to 
form, and the heart gain strength 
until It was able to pump life fluid 
through the embryonic blood ves­ 
sels. 
Dr. Bradley Patten of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan's anatomy depart­ 
ment, gave the demonstration.

a paper he explained that he aid 
his associates had cut a tiny win­ 
dow in the cell of a fertilized egg
